Should Be Adopted. 


In response to letters of inquiry 


about withdrawal of deposits from 
Ohio banks to avoid taxation, bankers 
have made answers as follows: 


"I do not think that there has been 


to 
exceed 
ten 
thousand 
dollars 


change from the tax assessment in 
uub uuuk luie veai. I havts. now ever, 
iii the past been connected with an 
institution whereby the withdrawals 
at tax assessment time would aggre- 
gate in the neighborhood of one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. While this is 
not the information you were looking 
for, 
it is along the line that you are 


working, and I, like yourself, know 
the effect of it, especially 
in 
the 


money centers." 


"As far as we are able *o judge, 


we have had no withdrawals. We do 
not think that a law to exempt money 
from taxation as suggested in your 
plan will meet with the approval of 
our citizens." 


"We did sell $17,COO in nontaxable 


bonds (Ohio). 
None of this money 


was on deposit with us except $600. 
The $17,000 came in 
from outside; 


$8,000 was taken out of a safety de- 
posit box in our vault. I presume this 
$17,600 was changed around to avoid 
tax." 


"The amount of such withdrawals 


was about $5,000, out of a total deposit 
of about $118,000. Wish to say, how- 
ever, that many of our depositors do 
not consider it necessary to reduce 
their deposit account, simply content- 
ing themselves by failing to list the 
full amount of such deposits." 


"During the year quite an amount 


has been invested in non-taxable mu- 
nicipal bonds, and in United States 
bonds. 
These investments were, in 


every case, made to avoid taxes. And 
other investments are made that are 
taxable, but not returned. 
In our 


town the rate is a little over 3 per 
cent. Realty is assessed at about one- 
third to one-fifth of its value, making 
the rate equivalent to 
about 1 per 


cent, while money is taken at its full 
face, making the rate a little over 3 
per cent. As long as this lasts money 
will not be returned, and people can 
not be blamed for not making proper 
returns. 
If the taxes were just and 


equal, most of it would be returned. 
I think realty should be assessed at 
about 40 pe*1 cent of its true value, 
and money should be taxed at not to 
exceed 1 per cent for any and all pur- 
poses, with heavy penalty for not mak- 
ing proper returns." 


"In our community the rule is that 


between January 1st and April 1st 
most cf the investments held, such as 
notes and mortgages, are paid off and 
reinvested. During the last few years 
this reinvestment has to a large ex- 
tent been in non-taxable bonds. I be- 
lieve that some revision of our tax 
laws should be made, and if I could be 
of any service along that line I would 
be pleased to have you call upon me." 


"We attribute it to the desire to es- 


cape taxation that $10,000 was with- 
drawn from our bank during the week 
previous to assessment day. Our aver- 
age deposits are about $115,000. 


"We are heartily in favor of the pro- 


posed taxation amendment and hope 
that it will be adopted." 


"I beg to advise that the withdraw- 


als of deposits 
during 
assessment 


week and because of the assessment 
peiicd, was a considerable amount, 
consideiing the small amount of de- 
posits a small bank like us would 
naturally have. I would estimate the 
amount at between $15,000 and $20,- 
000, and I think it is a custom that is 
practiced throughout the state: I don't 
see why your plan is not a good one." 


"Our deposits run down during as- 


sessment week in each 
year 
from 


$40,000 to $50,000. 
As our deposits 


average 
$300,000, 
the 
percentage 


would be from 12 to 15 per cent. 


"If tax inquisitors are allowed to 


inspect bank books it 
might mean 


ruination, as it might be impossible to 
call in enough loans to meet the drain 
on deposits. 
We are therefore very 


much interested in having the laws on 
taxes adjusted with justice, and in a 
spirit of fairness." 


"The investment of money prior to 


tax listing day in non-taxable securi- 
ties, amounts with us to several hun- 
dred thousand dollar? annually." 


"We had invested in bonds during 


the month of March for the purpose 
of avoiding taxes, in round numbers, 
$33.000.00, about 10 per cent of our 
deposits."

All mankind loves a lover and an 


orator. Though we utter the language 
of angels, if we have not the eloquent 
tongue we are become as sounding 
brass and our audience as snoring 
snoozcrs.

a droning or cackling voice falls flat- 
ter than a comaieal pancake. 
Half 


the so called orators we have are but 
near 
orators, 
lacking 
the 
silver 


tongue. 
But Mr. Bryan, very early 


found his silver tongue. He applied 
it first to free silver and later to things 
noametallie. but stil! the clarion ring 
is there. He is an orator, always has 
been an orator, and that accounts for 
an immensely big slice of his popu- 
larity and power. 


Given, then, an eloquent tongue with 


something to say and innumerable in- 
vitations to say it, and that something 
which appeals to the mass of the peo- 
ple, which the mass of the people 
themselves believe, and we have a 
force of irresistible attraction, 
we 


have the secret of a nation wide pop- 
ularity. 


Added to this, a man -who believes 


in himself as he believes in his beliefs, 
who is firm in the conviction that 
somehow he is sent as a Moses to 
lead tbe people of Israel out of the 
wilderness into the promised land of 
Canaan, and. we have the secret of the 
political power that is represented in 
"William J. Bryan. 


First Class Writer. 


It is remembered that Mr. Bryan 


also is an excellent writer, -what may 
be called a first class writer. But what 
of that? The late Charles A. Dana of. 
the New York Sun once "was visited by 
a friend who wanted Dana to find a 
writing position for a young man fresh 
from the country.

cerity, his courage of conviction. 


Bight here we may point out another 


item of resemblance between Henry 
Clay and the Nebraskan. Clay always 
took a firm stand, right in front of thc 
footlights, on any question which came 
up for discussion during his fifty years, 
of public life. 
Bryan always docs the 


same. 
There are political cats at 


which you are always looking with 
something of anxious concern, not 
knowing just which way they are go- 
ing to jump. Bryan usually gets to tbe 
spot where he stands on public prob- 
lems before the crowd looks that way. 
and there he plants his feet with a i _- 
sounding plunk. Even if the spot gets 
out from under him, as in the instance 
of the government ownership of rail- 
roads, you are always glad that he had 
nerve enough to state his views. Na- 
ture abhors a vacuum and a vacillating 
politician,

stands for anything because there is a

So, to sum up. we may say that Mr. 


Roosevelt, an emphatic man like Mr.

lieves in. while Mr. Bryan is popular 
throughout tho country because he has 
had an opportunity to say things he 
believes.

IJPC! of the Raccoon creek, is piobably 
a thing of the past. The middle spaa 
gave way Tuesday afternoon about 3 
o'clock with a thundering crash. As 
the children 
of the 
neighborhood 


often play around tiie canal at this 
point it was lucky that none were on 
the structure when it gave way. 


The north side of the woodwork is 


sMll resting on 
the piers, 
but the 


other side is deeply sunk in the bed 
of the creek below. It seems to the 
casual observer, that if a rise should 
come in the wateis of the creek, that 
part of the city Ijiixg above the ob- 
struction would be in danger, but Mr. 
Samuel Brown, the supervisor of the 
canal at th',s point, stated to the Ad- 
vocate that in his opinon the waters 
would wash the timbers out before 
any damage was sustained by proper- 
ty. 
As the can.il uater receded the 


small boy got busy after the luckless 
fish and many nice 
ones were se- 


cured. 


The canal, 
since being virtually 


abandoned, has been a nuisance to 
the 
residents 
,of the city in many 


ways, but it furnished the 
softest 


of water for steam 
boiler use, and 


many of our maaufa.cturers along the 
line that is drafrtefl, will sorely miss 
it. 


Mr. Harry Morris of the Board of 


Public Works, who was expected here 
Tuesday to inspect the aqueduct or 
account of its reputed dangerous con- 
dition, arrived only in time to view 
the wreck, 
and then left 
the cit\ 


early Wednesday. 
Mr. 
Brown, the 


supervisor, states that he left no or- 
ders as to what was to be done as to 
rebuilding or removing 
the 
wreck 


from the creek bed, but from a sani- 
tary point of view it is to be hoped 
that radical measures will be prompt- 
ly taken to either get the water back 
or give the city the right to the land 
occupied by the canal, so that some- 
thing can be done to abate a long ex- 
isting nuisance. 
* 


The passing of this old public woik 


is another link in 
the chain of tnc 


state of Ohio's neglect of her property 
in allowing her great water ways to 
fall into decay, and many of our older 
citizens who remember the old canal 
in the busy, bygone days, and who 
visited the scene today, were full of 
reminiscenced 
o^f 
the 
happenings 


along the former great business high- 
way. It was the commercial highway 
Iron-, the east to the middle west, and 
•in view of the recent culmination of 
railway legislation it would seem that 
it was a groat error of the legislators 
to have ever allowed the canal to fall 
into disuse. 


An enormous traffic was enjoyed in 


the old days and much 
money was 


made by the boatmen, and as a social 
feature the captain 
of a canal boat, 


particularly a packet boat, was a b'lg 
man in his community. 


When the canal was constructed, 


Licking county was the center of the 
early activities, 
for 
the work was 


started near this 
city, and 
all the 


aqueducts and lock- near here were 
worked on 
simultaneously, making 


Xewark and \uiiiity 
a 
very 
busy 


scene. 


As near as 'an be ascertained 
at 


the present time, the liist spadeful of 
eprth for t h = excavation was taken 
from the bed o'" ;he canal at Licking 
Summit, a point 150 
feet, south of 


where tne Gianuue feeder entered. 
Tins is about four miles west of 
the 


city. 


The opening of the canal took place 


on the 4th of .Lily, 1825, and 
w<i» 


Celebrated with great pomp and cer- 
emony.

1st, 
originally went to work at 
the 


plant for the purpose of familiarizing 
themselves with the operation of thp 
engines and pumps in anticipation of 
the turning over of the plant to the 
City within ten days from May 1st, 
as promised by the contracting com- 
pany. 
These men 
have 
b^en kept 


there since that time by the delay of 
the contractors 
in 
completing the 


plant, but they have been employed 
by the city most of the time in assist- 
ing in labor 'incidental 
to rectifying 


mistakes by the contractors and en- 
gineering company and other work for 
which the city would have had to pay 
other men had these four not been 
there."
